Crawford County Avalanche - 
Thursday, November 25, 1054 
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Deer huntera working north and 
east of Vanderbilt, all the way to 
Black Lake and Onaway are very 
likely to spot one or more of our 
herd of elk in Michigan — the only 
herd of any size east of the Rocky 
Mountains. Every year a half dozen 
er more of these majestic animals 
are either mistaken for deer and 
shot, or wantonly killed by the 
trigger-happy variety of so-called 
sportsmen, Either, of course, is 
inexcusable. 


May Have 300 In Herd 

— ae Blaha bay eben 

epartment, basing their figures on 
count from aircraft, believe that we 
may have as many as 36¢ elk roarm- 
ing our Michigan range today, 

Once upon a time tremendous 
numbers of elk ranged across Michi- 
gan—a native game animal abundant 
around Gladwin, Saginaw, Bay 
City and the Thumb area. This was 
wilderness country in those days, 
inhabited by a few Indian tribes 
who made good use of the heavy 
hides and meat of the elk. 

With the encroachments of civi- 
lization the elk gradually disap- 
peared from the scene. 


Reestablished in 1918 


Long after the last native elk had 
vanished the Conservation Depart- 


Taent released some 18 animals in 
the Pigeon River country back in 
1918. The herd grew very slowly, 
grazing across the vatleys in sum- 
mer, stripping bark from trees in 
the winter. Occasional] disease struck 
the herd, causing ess espe- 
cially in the young calves, The 
introduction of salt blocks in the 
range, fortified with cobalt, bol- 
stered the heaith of our elk to some 
degree, and today the population 
seemg to have steadied somewhat. 


Easily Identified 

There’s no reason for mistaking an 
elk for a deer. The adult elk may 
weigh up to 1000 pounds — alrnost 
4 times. as much as a very large 
deer, The bull carries a spread of 
magnificent antlers which may be 
as much.as five feet long! The cows 
are shaped unlike any white-tailed 
deer—with heavy rear hauncheg 
and a broad head. Obviously the 
lurge size of the animal should he 
enough to make any hunter stop 
and look twice before pulling the 
trigger, Elk are far less “spooky” 
than -deer, standing curiously to 
watch a hunter approach. 

So keep an eye out for Michigan 
élk while you're deer hunting this 
fall. A good sportsman will help 


build this herd by guarding it 


against marauders.

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The Minimum Wage Problem .. . 


When the next Congress meets, a proposal to again 
increase the Federal minimum wage probably will be 
introduced. To many, this will seem a wise and hu- 
manitarian goal. Yet there are vitally important con- 
siderations involved that must not be overlooked out of 
adesire to help the lowest-paid groups of wage-earners. 

For one thing, teo high a minimum wage actually 
undermines the interests of those it is designed to aid. 
Many examples could be cited, of which retailing, par- 
ticularly in the smaller communities, is one. Totally un- 
skilled people are hired to do odd jobs. Their value to 
the store operator is, of course, small. Yet in this way 
they get the experience that will qualify them for more 
responsible and better-paid positions. If the wage is 
hiked tog high, the employer has 1i6 ‘choice but to pare 
employment to the limit. Thus, there are fewer jobs 
for the unskilled, .and fewer opportunities to gain the 
experience that leads to advancement. 

For another thing, boosting the minimum wage can 
result in wage increases all along the line — and thus 
start the forces of inflation going once more. The rea- 
son why that is so is simple. When the minimum wage 
goes up, the gap between it and the wage received by 
more skilled workers narrows. The latter group, hum- 
anly enough, feels that it is entitled to maintain the 
gap, 0 it demands a jump. And then the inflationary 
spiral is on its way. 8 

For a third thing, a Federal minimum wage does not, 
and cannot take into account the substantial differ- 
ence in living costs and other conditions that exist be- 
tween different sections of the country, and between 
the great cities and the little towns. 

he minimum wage, like all-other such legislation, 
should be-studied in the light of what its effect wi 
on the country as a whole, and everyone who lives in it.
